A new note entered Landon’s speech yes- 
terday in addition to the old demands to 
brush America’s social progress.

beneath a mild manner an unmistakable sin- 
Aster echo of the rumors for violence against 
the New Deal which have been circulating 
in the exclusive clubs and certain Wall Street 
1 ge houses. Now Landon sees fit to 
ae it broader currency through a discreet 
echo over a national hook-up. 
Landon renewed the attack against every 
social measure for which the American peo- 
ple gave the present Administration such an 
werwhelming mandate. 
On the grounds of “modifying” the Wag- 
ber Act “to make it workable,” Landon re- 
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newed the attack of the open-shoppers to 
smash labor’s right-to organize. He did not 
shrink from raising once again that most 
ancient of open-shop smoke-screens, the 
“public’s interest” in strikes. 

On relief, he slobbered over the misery 
of the jobless — but continued the attack 
against Federal relief on the Liberty League 
theory of its bad “moral effect.” He pro- 
claimed his sympathy for the jobless—and 
attacked those who want to levy thxes on t 
rich to pay for the relief of the jobless. 


On the Court issue, he defended the in- 
tolerable judicial tyranny which has too long 
been hiding behind usurped powers to block 
the will of the people. He “defended” the 
rights of Congress, pretending to be demo- 


cratic— but he also defended the right of. 


the Supreme Court to override the will of 
Congress. 

On peace, he naturally took with eager- 
ness to a defense of the fascist war-makers, 
and tried to cover his aid to them by a clumsy 
gesture of disillusionment with the treachery 
of 1917. What a spectacle to see the Mor- 
gans and duPonts trying to knife a genuine 
peace policy of international cooperation by 
recalling their own treachery of 20 years 
ago! -How interestingly his line coincided 
with the opinions of Berlin and the Hearst 
press! é 

And how can we fittingly describe Lan- 
don's effrontery in attempting to use the 
corpses of the murdered Chicago steel work- 
ers as a bolster for his argument? What 
laboring man does not know that were Lan- 
don in the White House during the recent 
steel and auto strikes, every big industrial 
city would have been turned into a Chicago? 
Who does not know that the murderer of the 
Chicago steel workers was none other than 
Tom Girdler, the most violently pro-Landon 
of all strikebreakers? The “sympathy” of 
Hitler for his victims of Guernica could not 
be more of an insult to the intelligence of 
people than Landon’s sympathy for the vic- 
tims of his master, Girdler. 


This last point contains a lesson. It proves 
that the die-hard Tories will try to knife 
Roosevelt at just those points where he 
makes coneessions to them. They will try to 
use whatever is vacillating or unprogressive 
in his program to win the people to their 
own reactionary banner. They will try to 
capitalize on disillusionment for which their 
own reactionary pressure is responsible. To 
retreat before the reactionary Tories is to 
play into their hands. The lesson of Hitler’s 
rise to power drove that home for all time. 

The cry of “dictator,” which was Lan- 
don’s theme-song, is the well-known yell of 
a stooge for a minority clique which is am- 
bitious to wipe out the civil liberties of the 
American people. 

The Monopoly Dictators cry “dictator” as 
they still hope to turn back the tide which 
engulfed them in 1986. Landon’s speech was 
an unwitting warning to all progressive 
Americans for vigilance against the reaction-

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The ERB ‘Report’ 


Boomerang Hits Mahoney 


® It seems that the cheap red-baiting tricks 
of the Tammany-Liberty League-Mahoney 
gang Whi never run out. | 

Two weeks before the Mayoralty elec- 
tions a Tammany-inspired ERB report has 
been released attacking the militant Work- 
ers’ Alliance as a bunch of “reds” bent on 
creating disturbances at the Home Relief Bu- 
reaus. The hitch is that this alleged re- 
port” was completed last August 9. 

One of those chiefly responsible for drag- 
ging out this red herring is Joseph E. Tins- 
ley, Democratic member of the Tammany- 
controlled Board of Aldermen. Tinsley evi- 
dently thinks it’s a good election-scheme to 
fool the people of New York into the Ma- 
honey camp of reaction. 

But scarcely had this vile attack on the 
Workers’ Alliance been made before it re- 
ceived a richly deserved rebuke. Defending 
the aims of the Alliance as “fundamentally 
good,” Paul Blanshard, Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, declared at a meeting two days ago 
that the Alliance had been a prime factor in 
exposing rackets in the ERB and challenged 
the reactionaries to cite a single case where 
the Alliance had secured relief for persons 
who did not reed it. 

As an example of the fine work of the 
organization, mmissioner Blanshard re- 
vealed that the Alliance had exposed a ring 
of criminals that had stolen more than 30,000 
eggs from the commodities distribution divi- 
sion of the ERB. 

No wonder Tammany—which is a haven 
of protection. for gangsters, crooks, racket- 
eers and the criminal underworld—is so bit- 
ter against the Workers’ Alliance and every- 
thing clean and decent in New York City. 

The Alliance hit the nail on the head 
when it characterized this red-baiting ERB 
report as a “Tammany trick to discredit the 
union and its supporters and an attempt to 
distract the attention of the public from the 
relief situation.” :

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Change the World 


Children: The Private 
Property of Poverty 
And Ignorance

ALKING THROUGH a tenement street the other 


day, I found a little group gathered about a domestic 
scene. A father was beating his ten-year old boy. The 
man, a Rusky worker, was in his_undershirt, and had 
biceps like a wrestler. He held fis weedy kid by the 
scruff and smacked him across the face, while the crowd 
watched, 


The boy was white with fear and rage. Tears rolled 
down his cheeks, but no sobs came from him. The man 


roared at him, cursed him, humiliated him before a crowd 
of strangers. ‘The skinny little tenement boy never whimpered; he 
had become hardened. 


But whd knew what was going on in his mind? He would soon 
recover from the blows his enraged father gave him, but who could 
see the deeper wounds being made on his psyche, the mental wounds 
that would never heal through a life-time? 

It is criminal to beat a child under any circumstances. It is 
berbarous and ignorant. But all over America and the world it is 
still done by millions of parents. They do it, often, because they 
themselves have been beaten all day by poverty and the capitalist s!ave- 
system. They are-irritable and disgusted with life. Instead of search- 
ing for the real enemy that has bumiliated them, they come home at 
night to take revenge on their helpiess women and children. 

In the Soviet Union child-beating is accounted a legal crime. 
There are many cases of kids there who complain to the authorities 
to have justice done. Parents are brought to court and lectured on 
the evil they are doing. If they continue they are fined or sent to 
prison; and the last penalty for chronic offenders is to have their 
children taken from them. 

I believe this is just. The community is the collective parent of 
every child. A child isn’t private property. But in America, unless 
a parent seriously injures the child, nothing is ever done. For the 
child is still regarded as private property; and he can be starved, 
terrorized, overworked, twisted out of all human semblance while the 
community looks on, as that little group did while the father beat 
his child. : 

The great hope of the world is in its children. I believe in the 
future of the human race, because I have watched children for years, 
and I know they are a flexible material that can be molded into the 
finest patterns we can conceive. Tou can take the childrer of a 
prison full of the lowest criminals, and make scientists, artists, heroes 
and the most beautiful human beings out of them, in the right en- 
vironment. Similarly, you could take the children of a faculty of su- 


perior intellectuals, but in the wrong environment, turn them into 


the most degraded criminals. 

Child-beating is one of the methods by which humanity con- 
tinues its own degradation. I know how chowderheaded folks like to 
brag about the way their old man beat them, and it didn" dc them 
any harm. ‘But it did them and society a lot of harm; their very 
stupidity in bragging is a sign thet they have not developed very far. 

A child never really knows wh he is beaten? Every beating 
seems an injustice to nim. He only is impressed by the rage and 
hate in the adult. It térrifies him, so that he goes through life a 
coward; or it rouses a revenge-spirit in him, so that he takes the 
criminal path. Child-beating is the stupidest way to discipline a child; 
it doesn’t work. And it is never needed in a home where there is 
some intelligence and social-mindedness. 

‘I hate the sight of a child-beater. I wish I had taken a crack 
at that one I saw, but I didn’t, nor did anyone else. His child was 
his private property, and the State and the Church protected him 
while he damaged forever the delicate fabric of a human soul,

E MUST not forget.” said President Roosevelt, “that 

there are pecple who are still hungry, their children 
undernourished: that rags are the clothing of many of 
our countrymen and miserable shacks or crowded city 
tenements their only home.” 

We refuse to believe it! For how can that be when 
the same President Roosevelt is insisting that federal 
relief be cut still more? 5 
Moreover, we have been reading the newspapers. 
And on Page 7 of Tuesday’s N. V. Times, two-thirds of 
the page is devoted to an ad that would indicate that, regardless of 
the painful stock market, and George Spelvin's mournful look over in- 
come tax, there is rich and rare prosperity. 

What, gentle reader, is the 
$25? Or $35? Well, the Times’ 
17th St., but to Fifth Ave. and 34th, 
get an overcoat noted as “magnificently simple.” 

One might gather that “income tax” and “Inca” stem from the 
game root. Indeed, one might imagine Roy Howard, biting his nails 
at his poverty, with “rags his only clothing” because taxes of all 
kinds leave him only $200,000 a year, figuring up how he can afford a 
Vicuna coat at $325. 

“You would have tc be an Incan god,” says the ad, “to wear a 
Vicuna coat, if it were 1536 A.D.” But, you see, it isn’t 1536 A. D., and 
you don't have to be an Incan god. All you have to be 
to pay $325 for an overcoat of Vicuna wool. True, Incas 
on a guy that rakes in a clear profit of $200,000 a year. And there are 
still bigger big-wigs. 

But the Incas—before Pizarro’s bandits, bearing the cross in one 
hand and the sword in the other, betrayed and looted and butchereo 
them, were much more considerate to their humble folk than are the 
Incas of Wall Street. A well-considered system of land-tenure and of 
colonization provided that none—let alone one-third—of the popula- 
tion, went “hungry, clothed in rags and lived in miserable shacks or 
tenements.” . 

Naturally, Vicuna wool being rare, when taken from the anima! 
which belongs to the camel species and inhabits the Andean slopes, 
it went to the ruler-gods. That was four centuries ago, and yet there 
are ruler-gods, though they have no stenure system or any other 
system that squares with that of the in popular welfare. 

The boss, today, is the god and ruler combined. We have only 
to recall another ad in Roy Howard's World-Telegram of Oct. 14, to 
see visible evidence of that. Running the full length of the page, 
it cried to ambitious stooges: 

“THE BOSS—Always Wears a Hat! Executives don't run around 
bareheaded! If you're reaching for a big-wig’s job, look like a big- 
wig! $2.95. ; 

“THE BOSS—Always Wears Gleves! You don't see executives 
running around with their hands in their pockets! $1.95. 

“THE BOSS—has an eye for good material! Topcoats, suits, 
$24.75.” 

There you sre! For 829.65, plus sales tax, you become a capitalist! 
At least an executive!” You join the sacred band of “big-wigs.”
